DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed January 27, 2004 
in which the specification was amended as well as claims 1, 3, 4, were amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U .S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
subject matter added to the claims. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The claims are rejected for the reason of record 
and the following reasons. 

Applicant has amended the specifications and the claims to recite that the 
composition contains petroleum distillates that have been processed by a hydro- 
treating process. Applicant does not have support in the specification for this 
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limitation especially in view of the amendment to the paragraph at page 4, line 9. 
Magnesium lauryl sulfate is not a petroleum distillate. While the examiner stated 
what she believes to be the accepted meaning of the disputed terms, this is no 
ways means that applicant may insert this definition into the claims. It is clear 
from the disclosure that Applicant did not intend for the disputed terms to mean 
what the examiner believes to be the customary meaning of these terms. 
Therefore, the added subject matter does not find support in the original filed 
specification and the specification is not enabled because the original terms in 
the specification have been given meanings that are contrary to the usual 
meaning of those terms and the skilled artisan is not given the necessary tools to 
make and use the inventions. 

The amendment filed January 27, 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that 
no amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. 
The added material, which is not supported by the original disclosure, is as 
follows: the amendment to pages 1-4.
